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npHE  recent  announcement  in  Chapel  of 
the  choir  festival  of  the  Church  of  the 
Nativity  reminds  us  of  the  fact  that  we  have  a 
choir  and  an  organ  and  an  organist.  Except 
for  the  service  on  Sundays  and  a hymn  at  the 
morning  Chapel,  we  never  have  the  pleasure 
of  hearing  from  these.  An  organ  recital,  with 
music  by  the  choir,  is  perfectly  practicable, 
and,  judging  from  the  large  attendance  with 
which  the  one  held  two  years  ago  was  favored, 
would  be  well  received  and  furnish  a delight- 
ful musical  treat. 

"TV T OW  that  a new  register  is  about  to  be 
^ ushered  into  the  world,  a few  sugges- 
tions might  not  be  out  of  place.  The  nature 
of  the  publication  is  such  as  allows  of  little 
change  from  year  to  year,  but  it  has  been  a 
matter  of  comment  that  such  alterations  as 
might  and  should  have  been  made  were  not. 
An  improvement  that  would  enhance  the  use- 
fulness of  the  work  would  be  to  publish  the 
addresses  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  and 
instructors.  These  would  be  of  great  use  not 
only  to  men  intending  to  enter  the  University, 


but  to  the  students  themselves.  An  illustra- 
tion of  one  or  more  of  our  beautiful  college 
buildings  would  be  an  inexpensive  and  at  the 
same  time  a valuable  addition.  Above  all,  the 
binding  should  be  of  a more  substantial  char- 
acter than  in  past  years  if  the  next  register  is 
to  be  fit  for  service  as  a book  of  reference,  the 
main  use  of  all  works  of  this  kind. 


T F reports  are  true  a capable  umpire  will  be 
an  absolute  necessity  on  Saturday,  in  order 
to  make  real  foot-ball  possible,  and  we  sincerely 
hope  the  right  man  will  be  selected.  Both 
referee  and  umpire  should  be  chosen  from  out- 
side institutions,  making  their  impartiality  be- 
yond question.  It  is  possible  that  we  may  see 
some  occurrences  that  will  make  every  man 
wish  to  have  a hand  in  the  game.  Now  the 
men  need  hardly  to  be  told  that  in  the  first 
place  our  team  is  abundantly  qualified  to  pro- 
tect itself, and  in  the  second  place  we  must  up- 
hold our  reputation  for  the  courteous  treat- 
ment of  visiting  teams.  Therefore  there 
should  be  no  hasty  utterances,  nor  advice  to 
the  players  from  the  bleachers,  and  the  only 
part  the  college  at  large  should  take  in  the 
game  should  be  to  cheer  our  eleven  for  every 
good  play.  It  would  be  well  if  marshals  were 
appointed  to  lead  the  cheering,  for  nothing  is 
more  inspiring  to  the  players  than  the  college 
yell  when  given  heartily  and  well. 


~AURING  the  fortnight,  the  eleven  has 
J — * won  three  successive  victories  and 
shown  an  improvement  in  general  team  work. 
The  score  against  Lafayette  was  somewhat  of 
a surprise  even  to  the  most  sanguine,  for  every- 
one expected  Lafayette  to  put  up  a hard,  de- 
termined game.  Our  men  played  with  a snap 
and  vigor  that  was  encouraging,  but  at  New 
Brunswick  no  one  seemed  to  care  very  much 
about  the  score  and  the  men  did  not  do  them- 
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selves  justice.  The  game  with  the  Columbia 
Athletic  Club  was  characterized  by  good  inter- 
ference and  quick  play,  but  the  rushline  should 
not  have  allowed  the  Columbia  backs  to  gain 
through  the  centre  as  they  did. 

There  is  little  doubt  as  to  the  result  of  to- 
day’s game,  but  the  contest  with  Pennsylvania 
next  Saturday  will  be  a hard  struggle  for  mas- 
tery and  to  win  we  must  play  sharply  and 
surely.  Our  foes  will  come  here  profiting  by 
experience  recently  gained  from  Princeton  and 
Yale  and  with  the  expectation  and  determina- 
tion for  success,  but  we  believe  that  Lehigh 
can  play  a game  that  will  win  and  we  hope  to 
be  able  to  record  a victory. 

~X  7UTHIN  the  last  month  the  Lehigh 
^ alumni  in  two  large  cities,  New 
York  and  Chicago,  have  formed  associations 
for  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  their 
Alma  Mater.  Though  neither  organization  is 
strong  in  numbers,  both  give  promise  of  active 
life  and  their  members  are  animated  with  a 
loyal  spirit  that  bodes  well  for  Lehigh  interests. 
Until  lately  there  were  no  local  alumni  asso- 
ciations owing  allegiance  to  the  University, 
and  it  was  to  be  regretted  that  Lehigh,  alone 
among  her  sister  institutions,  was  without 
these  potent  factors  for  maintaining  unabated 
the  college  spirit  of  graduates.  This  deficiency, 
due  to  our  youth  and  not  to  any  lack  of  spirit 
among  our  alumni,  has  now  been  remedied  in 
part,  and  no  better  places  could  have  been 
chosen  for  our  first  associations.  The  great 
cities  are  centres  of  life  and  energy,  containing 
the  men  of  mark  and  enterprise,  and  it  is  im- 
portant that  among  these  men  the  Lehigh 
graduates  should  be  known  as  such,  as  they 
work  their  way  to  wealth  and  position  and 
should  be  continually  reminded  of  the  needs  of 
the  University  and  her  claims  upon  them. 
Again,  the  associations,  tending  to  make  Le- 
high better  known,  will  increase  the  number 
of  applicants  for  admission  from  these  places, 
and  city-bred  men,  as  a rule,  make  the  most 
desirable  students. 


We  wish  all  possible  success  to  the  two  or- 
ganizations and  hope  it  will  not  be  long  before 
our  alumni  in  other  cities  are  actuated  by  the 
same  loyal  impulse  and  follow  the  lead  of 
those  in  New  York  and  Chicago. 


A THEN  the  eleven  went  to  New  Bruns- 
wick  on  November  4th  it  was  with 
the  understanding  that  a return  game  would 
be  played  in  Bethlehem  the  next  week.  Neith- 
er before  nor  after  the  game  was  anything  said 
to  the  contrary  and  the  college  looked  forward 
to  seeing  the  Rutgers  team.  However,  a week 
ago,  four  days  after  the  game,  Mr.  Mercur  re- 
ceived a letter  from  the  Rutgers  manager, 
stating  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  his  men 
to  come  to  Bethlehem,  as  they  could  not  get 
off,  and  besides  there  was  a general  impression 
at  Rutgers  that  as  we  had  not  treated  their 
team  fairly  in  the  game  at  New  Brunswick  we 
would  not  be  apt  to  do  so  on  our  grounds.  Ex- 
postulation was  in  vain  and  the  Rutgers  men 
did  not  put  in  an  appearance. 


Now  there  are  one  or  two  features  of  this  af- 
fair that  need  comment.  As  to  the  men  not 
being  able  to  leave  New  Brunswick,  there  is 
nothing  to  be  said,  except  that  this  fact  should 
have  been  ascertained  before  a definite  promise 
was  given  to  Mr.  Mercur.  But  the  second 
reason  for  breaking  faith  is  of  a far  more 
serious  nature  and  involves  our  reputation  as 
honorable  men.  Our  eleven  is  charged  with 
unfair  play  and  a gratuitous  insult  is  offered  to 
the  college  by  the  assumption  that  we  would 
not  treat  a visiting  team  fairly.  If  there  was 
ground  for  complaint,  it  ought  to  have  been 
made  on  the  spot  and  not  delayed  for  four 
days  to  be  used  then  as  an  excuse  for  a viola- 
tion of  faith.  In  point  of  fact  there  was  nothing 
to  complain  of  and  we  know  the  Rutgers  men 
do  not  believe  we  would  treat  them  badly,  for 
their  teams  have  been  to  Bethlehem  a number 
of  times  before,  and  therefore  it  is  to  lie  regret- 
ted they  should  stoop  so  low  for  a pretext  and 
deprive  our  eleven  of  a valuable  practice 
game. 
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THE  HAUNTED  TOWER. 

“ HAST  thou  seen  that  lordly  castle,

TDIJMOR  says  that  a longtime  ago  this 
^ castle  was  inhabited  by  a testy  old 
baron  whose  manners  and  cruelty  made  him 
dreaded  and  despised  by  all.  In  this  place  he 
is  said  to  have  'either  held  the  victims  of  his 
vast  conquests  till  they  were  ransomed  by 
enormous  sums  of  money,  or  else  allowed 
them  to  perish  for  want  of  proper  care. 

But  all  this  happened  long  ago.  Where  the 
baron  once  ruled  the  landlord  now  holds  sway, 
and  the  tourist  delights  in  searching  its  ancient 
rooms  and  hallways,  which  recall  to  him  so 
many  of  the  cruel  deeds  supposed  to  have 
taken  place  in  them.  But  even  to  the  bravest 
there  was  a single  turret  whose  secrets  had 
never  been  revealed. 

Late  one  night  two  Oxford  students  were 
dismayed  to  find  the  castle  entirely  occupied 
except  a room  adjoining  the  haunted  tower. 
But  rather  than  travel  to  the  next  inn  they 
accepted  lodgings  in  that  dreary  place.  The 
room  in  question  had  been  used  as  a sort  of 
parlor  or  guests’  sitting  room  during  the  day, 
but  was  speedily  vacated  when  night  fell.

A careful  examination  of  the  spot  and  its 
surroundings  revealed  nothing  at  first  but  a 
solid  wall.  They  then  searched  for  a spring 
by  which  they  might  move  a secret  door,  and 
tried  every  conceivable  position  and  pressure 
of  the  hand.  The  landlord  knew  but  little  of 
the  turret  and  finally,  giving  up  in  disgust, 
struck  the  wall  a sharp  blow.  To  their  aston- 
ishment, by  some  hidden  mechanism  the  much 
searched  for  door  opened,  revealing  to  them  a 
winding  stairway  leading  up  the  turret.  Out 
of  curiosity  they  all  entered,  and  no  sooner 
had  they  done  so  when  the  door  silently  closed. 
Blinded  by  the  darkness,  they  were  unable  to 
act,  in  fact,  they  were  too  frightened  to  do  any- 
thing, so  mysterious  was  their  situation.  At 
last,  realizing  their  position,  they  began  to 
search  for  the  opening,  but  were  met  on  every 
side  by  resisting  walls.  Their  eyes  soon  be- 
coming accustomed  to  the  darkness,  they 
turned  to  the  stairs,  thinking  to  try  the  roof 
as  a means  of  escape. 

Slowly  they  climbed  the  rickety  stairway. 
Their  horror  was  increased  at  every  landing, 
for  wars  and  avarice  had  left  sad  suggestions 
of  cruel  days  and  still  more  cruel  men.  Skulls 
and  scattered  bones  showed  where  the  uncared 
for  bodies  of  the  unfortunate  victims  had  found 
a last  earthly  resting  place.

LAFAYETTE,  O;  LKHJGH,  30. 

^ I ^HK  team  went  to  Easton,  Saturday  after- 
noon,  Nov.  1,  accompanied  by  a college 
and  town  contingent  of  over  400.  The  game, 
witnessed  by  1 500  spectators,  resulted  in  a 
complete  victory  for  Lehigh.  Lafayette  put  up 
a plucky,  uphill  game,  but  could  not  cope  with 
our  quick,  sharp  play’,  or  check  our  half-backs 


in  their  rushes  through  the  line  and  round  the 
ends.  The  day  was  perfect,  except  for  a strong 
wind,  and  the  field  was  in  good  condition. 

Captain  Emery  won  the  toss  and  chose  the 
west  goal,  with  the  wind,  grade  and  sun  in 
Lehigh’s  favor.  Lafayette  opens  play  at  3:05 
with  the  V,  gaining  five  yards.  Clark  and 
Beidleman  make  slight  gains  through  centre, 
but  here  the  advance  stops  and  Lehigh  gets 
the  ball  on  four  downs.  Ordway  and  Hutch- 
inson in  quick  succession  advance  five  yards 
through  Lafayette’s  centre  and  then  on  a dou- 
ble pass  Ordway  makes  ten  yards  around  the 
left  end,  but  drops  the  ball  when  tackled.  La- 
fayette can  not  gain  and  the  ball  goes  to 
Lehigh.  Hutchinson  runs  twenty-five  yards 
around  the  left  end  and  gains  follow  in  quick 
succession  until  Donnelly  is  downed  one  y^ard 
from  the  line  and  Ordway  rushes  around  the 
left  end  and  over  the  line.  It  is  eight  minutes 
after  play’  began  and  the  score  is  4-0,  Hutch- 
inson failing  at  goal. 

Lafayette  gains  from  the  twenty-five  yard 
line.  Beidleman,  after  rushing  twenty^  yards, 
is  finely’  tackled  by’  Blunt.  Further  advance  is 
checked  and  Lehigh  has  the  ball.  Donnelly’ 
and  Blunt  make  ground  through  left  tackle 
and  then  Hutchinson  is  sent  to  the  left  for 
twenty’  yards,  scoring  the  second  touchdown. 
He  kicks  goal  at  3:30  and  the  score  is  10-0. 

Fox  makes  ten  yards  on  the  V and  Clark 
advances  a little,  but  no  more  ground  is  gained 
and  Varney  punts.  Hutchinson  drops  the  ball 
and  Lafayette  secures  it.  Again  Varney  kicks 
and  another  fumble  enables  Lafayette  to  retain 
possession  of  the  ball,  which  is  kicked  back 
and  forth,  for  Lafayette  can  not  gain,  and  Le- 
high wishes  to  send  the  leather  into  the  ene- 
my’s territory.  McClung  catches  the  ball  near 
the  middle  of  the  field  and  the  Lehigh  backs 
advance  rapidly,  Ordway’  thirty  yards  around 
the  right  end,  Donnelly  five  and  then  fifteen 
through  centre.  Hutchinson  by  clever  dodg- 
ing, makes  ten  yards  and  then  a touchdown. 
The  try  at  goal  succeeds  and  at  3:46  the  score 
is  16-0. 
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Lehigh  soon  regains  the  ball  at  centre  and 
after  slight  advances  Hutchinson  punts,  the 
ball  going  over  the  Lafayette  line.  Varney 
drops  on  it  and  then  loses  it  to  Emery,  but  the 
referee  did  not  see  Varney  touch  the  ball,  so 
Lafayette  is  given  possession  on  the  twenty- 
five-yard-line  as  from  a touch  in  goal.  Fox, 
Clark  and  Varney  gain  ground  for  a while,  but 
good  tackling  forces  Varney  to  punt.  Lehigh 
plays  too  fast  for  Lafayette,  and  Ordway,  in  a 
fine  run  of  twenty-five  yards  around  the  right 
end,  scores  the  fourth  touchdown  at  4:06.  The 
try  at  goal  fails.  Time  is  called  with  the  ball 
on  Lafayette’s  twenty-yard  line. 

The  second  half  opens  at  4:25  and  from  the 
V,  McClung  gains  twenty  yards,  but  no  further 
advance  can  be  made,  and  in  four  downs  La- 
fayette gets  the  ball.  For  some  time  play  is 
in  Lehigh’s  territory  and  the  ball  goes  back 
and  forth,  neither  side  being  able  to  gain  much 
ground.  Finally  Varney  punts  over  the  line, 
Hutchinson  touching  in  goal.  McClung  makes 
ten  yards  behind  the  V and  Blunt  gains  twenty 
around  left  end.  Then  Lafayette  secures  the 
ball  on  four  downs,  but  is  forced  to  kick. 
Hutchinson  catches  on  Lehigh’s  fifteen-yard 
line,  and  then,  in  rapid  succession,  Donnelly, 
Hutchinson  and  Blunt  make  large  gains,  after 
which  Hutchinson  goes  around  the  left  end 
for  ten  yards,  scoring  a touchdown.  The  try 
at  goal  fails,  but  Blunt  secures  the  ball  on  the 
twenty-five-yard  line.  For  a time  no  great 
gains  are  made  by  either  team,  the  ball  chang- 
ing hands  on  kicks  and  downs.  Finally  Le- 
high  gets  the  ball  near  the  middle  of  the  field 
and  Blunt  and  Donnelly  gain  rapidly,  the  lat- 
ter going  through  the  centre  and  over  the  line 
at  5:1  1.  Hutchinson  kicks  goal  and  the  score 
stands  30-0.  From  the  middle  of  the  field 
Fox  gains  twenty  yards  behind  the  V and 
time  is  called  with  the  ball  on  Lehigh’s  forty- 
yard  line.

RUTGERS,  2;  LEHIGH,  4. 

A hastily  planned  game  was  played  with 
Rutgers  at  New  Brunswick,  November  4th, 
resulting  in  a bare  victory  for  Lehigh.  The 
eleven  played  without  Emery,  Blunt  or  Mc- 
Clung, and  their  absence  had  something  to  do 
with  the  smallness  of  the  score.  The  men  put 
very  little  spirit  into  their  work  and  the  rush- 
line  failed  to  hold  at  critical  moments,  allowing 
the  heavy  Rutgers  rushers  to  get  through  too 
quickly. 

Play  began  at  3:45,  and  Captain  Bishop  hav- 
ing won  the  toss,  Rutgers  takes  the  ball.  Ten 
yards  are  gained  on  the  V,  but  the  ball  is 
soon  lost  to  Lehigh.  Floyd  and  Ordway  ad- 
vance by  good  runs  to  Rutgers’  twenty  yard 
line  and  then  owing  to  loose  rushline  work, 
Rutgers  gets  the  ball  on  four  downs  and  makes 
fifteen  yards  by  rushes  through  the  Lehigh 
centre.  On  a fumble  the  ball  goes  to  Lehigh 
and  Floyd  kicks.  Coates  secures  it  and  makes 
a touch-down,  but  the  try  at  goal  fails.  Time 
fifteen  minutes.  During  the  remainder  of  the 
half,  play  is  continually  in  Rutgers’  territory, 
but  Lehigh  is  unable  to  score  owing  to  lack  of 
team  work. 
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In  the  second  half,  Lehigh  gains  fifteen 
yards  from  the  centre  of  the  field,  but  then  the 
ball  goes  to  Rutgers  on  four  downs  and  re- 
mains near  the  centre  for  fifteen  minutes. 
Dewitt  kicks  and  Hutchinson  catches,  making 
a pretty  run  of  twenty  yards.  On  four  downs, 
Rutgers  has  the  ball  and  working  our  centre 
advances  to  the  ten-yard  line.  Here  Lehigh 
makes  a determined  stand  and  stops  further 
gain,  securing  the  ball  on  downs.  It  is  passed 
back  for  a kick,  but  Floyd’s  punt  is  blocked 
and  he  then  falls  on  the  ball,  making  a safety. 
Score  4-2. 

Lehigh  plays  harder  and  Ordway  and 
Hutchinson,  aided  by  good  interference,  ad- 
vance to  Rutgers’  five-yard  line,  but  are  unable 
to  score  and  time  is  called  with  the  ball  in  the 
centre  of  the  field. 

Coates,  Donnelly  and  H utchinson  for  Lehigh 
and  Brett,  Bishop  and  Hill  for  Rutgers 
excelled.

The  game  between  the  Lafayette-Lehigh 
Freshmen,  November  5,  resulted  in  a victory 
for  Lehigh,  the  score  being  26-0.  Both  teams 
played  a loose  game,  Lehigh  being  especially 
weak  at  quarter-back  and  Lafayette  in  kicking.

Saturday  afternoon,  Nov.  8,  a team  rep- 
resenting the  Columbia  Athletic  Club,  of 
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Washington,  D.  C.,  played  Lehigh  on  the 
athletic  grounds  in  an  interesting  though 
one-sided  game.  The  number  of  spectators 
was  larger  than  expected,  as  the  date  was  hur- 
riedly arranged.  The  familiar  faces  of  Lee, 
’88,  Boynton,  ’89,  and  Wells,  formerly  of  La- 
fayette, added  to  the  interest.  The  opposing 
team  was  composed  of  individually  good  play- 
ers, but  showed  the  lack  of  training  and  team 
practice  usually  manifested  by  the  college 
teams. 

The  men  lined  up  shortly  after  three  o'clock, 
Lehigh  defending  the  east  goal  and  the  ball  in 
their  possession.

Five  minutes  later,  Hutchinson  made 
the  second,  after  gains  by  McClung  and  Ord- 
way. He  also  kicked  goal.  Score,  10-0. 
Shortly  after  ball  was  put  in  play,  Hacker,  who 
was  hurt  in  the  knee,  gave  place  to  Veazey, 
Byrnes  playing  half.  After  changing  hands 
several  times,  McClung  finally  secured  the 
ball  on  a fumble,  and  Dickinson  made  the 
third  touchdown  after  a run  of  thirty-five  yards 
around  the  left  end.

In  the  try  for  goal,  Hutchinson  kicked  wild, 
Belfield  securing  the  leather  and  making 
another  touchdown.  No  goal.  Score,  38-0. 


The  last  touchdown  of  the  half  was  made  by 
Dickinson  just  before  time  was  called.  Goal. 
Score,  44-0. 

C.  A.  C.  opened  the  second  half  by  re- 
peated gains  through  our  centre,  and  made 
several  yards.  Lehigh  regained  the  ground 
by  good  runs.  Owing  to  a mistake  in  the 
signal,  Boynton  secured  the  ball,  and  with  a 
clear  field  before  him,  a touchdown  for  C.  A.

EDITOR’S  TABLE. 

A I AI  IE  middle  of  November.  How  time 
flies ! It  seems  but  yesterday  that 
college  opened,  putting  an  end  to  our  summer 
outing  and  bringing  us  back  to  our  old  haunts 
for  another  year  of  college  life — unfortunately 
for  some,  the  last  — with  many  plans  for  work 
and  sport  and  some  good  intentions  that,  we 
fear,  find  their  ultimate  resting  place  among 
the  tiles  of  that  famous  pavement. 

Three  weeks  ago  the  ivy  on  the  campus  pre- 
sented a solid  front  of  living  green,  until  sud- 
denly brilliant  spots  of  red  appeared,  and  the 
attack  thus  begun  was  rapidly  followed  up, 
making  the  college  walls  the  scene  of  the  bat- 
tle to  the  death  between  the  warring  colors, 
each  rendering  the  other  more  beautiful  by 
contrast.  The  red  conquered,  but  its  reign  was 
shortlived,  for  it  in  turn  succumbed  to  the 
stealthy  inroads  of  the  sombre  brown  preced- 
ing decay.  The  grey  walls  of  our  beautiful 
buildings  will  stand  out  in  sharp  lines  against 
the  bare  background  of  the  mountain,  until 
spring  comes  to  hide  the  rugged  stone  under  a 
waving  sea  of  green. 

In  the  Sanctum  this  chill  November  night 
we  sit  at  the  Table  and  gaze  at  the  huge  pile 
of  papers  spread  out  before  us.  They  repre- 
sent the  collegiate  contribution  to  American 
literature,  and  their  great  diversity  in  thought 
and  aim  corresponds  to  the  widespread  geo- 
graphical distribution  of  the  institutions  they 
represent.  All  over  the  country  may  be  found 
editorial  sanctums  furnished  with  the  proper 
Table,  presided  over  by  editors  who  own  the 
traditional  shears,  paste  pot  and  waste-basket. 
Week  after  week  their  papers  come  to  us  until 
we  feel  as  if  we  knew  them  by  their  writings, 
but  often  there  comes  a strong  desire  to  meet 
some  of  our  co-laborers  face  to  face,  to  gaze 
upon  those  who  have  helped  us  to  forget  our 
cares  and  work  in  the  perusal  of  the  record  of 
their  successes  and  failures. 

Very  strong,  indeed,  is  the  yearning  for  ac- 
quaintanceship, when,  on  a night  like  this,  we 
think  of  the  editors  who  are  editresses,  those 
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whose  sanctum  is  a cozy  nook  where  that  com- 
fort of  editors,  the  pipe,  is  unknown,  and  where 
masculine  disorder  gives  way  to  feminine  neat- 
ness. These  women  who  wield  the  pen  in  be- 
half of  their  sister  students  may  not  be  able  to 
write  learnedly  on  foot  ball  or  other  athletic 
sports  (though  for  that  matter,  do  they  not 
continually  encourage  their  classmates  to  as- 
siduously cultivate  tennis,  and  comment,  if 
their  advice  is  not  followed,  upon  the  decline 
of  athletics?),  yet  they  understand  well  the 
conducting  of  a college  paper  that  will  con- 
form to  feminine  standards  and  have  met  with 
marked  success  in  their  endeavors.  TheWellcslcy 
Prelude  is  the  best  of  its  class  and  no  exchange 
is  more  replete  with  college  life  and  doings 
than  it  is,  and  its  tone,  reflecting  that  of  Welles- 
ley, is  high  and  intellectual.  The  stories  are 
interesting,  “ My  Clock”  and  “ On  the  Happy 
Isles”  being  the  best  of  the  more  recent  ones  • 
and  the  “ News  of  the  Week”  is  always  written 
up  in  a lively  manner  and  leaves  a strong  im- 
pression upon  the  reader  of  the  pleasures  of 
Wellesley  life. 

The  Yale  Record  comes  to  hand  with  more 
than  the  usual  number  of  excellent  cuts  and 
jokes.  “ Antigone”  and  “ The  Patent  Reflect- 
ing Hymn  Book”  are  especially  good.

COLLEGE  NOTES. 

— University  of  Michigan  in  forty-six  years 
has  graduated  ten  thousand  students. 

— Twenty  thousand  dollars  has  been  col- 
lected for  a new  chemical  laboratory  at  Am- 
herst. 

— A vote  taken  upon  the  most  popular  stu- 
dent at  Cornell  resulted  in  Osgood,  ’92,  re- 
ceiving a flattering  majority. 

— The  Northwestern  University  began  in 
1855  with  $1,000  and  ten  students.  To-day  it 
has  an  endowment  of  $5,000,000  and  1,700 
students. 

— A knock-downer  for  examination  advo- 
cates: “In  six  years,  389  students  of  the  Prus- 
sian public  schools  have  committed  suicide 
through  fear  of  flunking  on  examinations.” 

— The  Stinnecke  Scholarship  at  Princeton 
has  been  awarded  to  Jesse  B.  Carter  of  New 
York  City.  This  scholarship,  valued  at  $ 1 800, 
is  the  largest  prize  given  in  any  American 
college. 

— Yale’s  professors  and  graduates  have 
been  prominently  indentified  with  the  work  of 
preparing  the  edition  of  Webster's  Dictionary 
that  is  soon  to  be  issued,  ex- President  Porter 
having  been  the  chief  editor. 

— Representatives  from  the  editorial  staff  of 
the  publications  of  Amherst,  Dartmouth  and 
Williams  Colleges  have  arranged  to  hold  a 
banquet  at  Spiingfield  Friday  evening,  Nov. 
21,  at  which  thirty-five  editors  will  be  present. 

— At  a recent  political  meeting  in  Ohio, 
which  Speaker  Reed  was  to  address,  the  stu- 
dents of  the  University  of  Wooster  created  a 
sensation  by  appearing  in  a body,  each  pro- 
vided with  a gavel  and  a block  for  applauding. 

— The  Yale  News  published  a comparative 
schedule  of  the  games  played  by  their  eleven 
and  by  Harvard  and  Princeton  against  other 
colleges.  They  admit  that  nothing  definite 
can  be  ascertained  as  to  the  relative  strength  of 
each  team  but  think  they  find  ground  for  hope 
in  the  comparison.

— Captain  Cumnock  of  Harvard  has  in- 
vented a nose  mask  for  foot-ball  men. 

— Four  ex-captains  of  ’Varsity  teams  are 
playing  on  the  Orange  Athletic  Club  eleven. 

— Columbia  College  is  to  have  new  athletic 
grounds  near  Williams  Bridge.  The  field  will 
cost  $80,000. 

— Luther  H.  Cary,  the  Princeton  sprinter, 
ran  70  yards  at  Madison  Square  Garden,  in 
7G  seconds,  a world's  record. 

— Since  1876  the  Harvard  freshmen  have 
won  seven  foot  ball  games  from  the  Yale 
freshmen,  lost  four  and  tied  two. 

—Black  of  Princeton  will  not  be  able  to  play 
again  this  year.  He  knows  the  game  thor 
oughly  and  will  be  greatly  missed. 

— Brooks,  Harvard,  and  Coffin,  Wesleyan, 
have  been  chosen  respectively  as  umpire  and 
referee  of  the  coming  Yale-Princeton  game. 

— The  boxes  for  the  Yale-Princeton  game, 
were  in  such  demand  that  they  were  sold  at 
auction  at  the  Real  Estate  Exchange,  New 
York 

— The  combined  scores  of  all  the  games 
Yale  has  played  with  Wesleyan  since  the  lat- 
ter was  admitted  to  the  league  is:  Yale,  1341, 
Wesleyan,  9. 

— In  the  Columbia-Princeton  and  the  U.  of 
Va.-Princeton  games  Poe  has  the  remarkable 
record  of  having  kicked  29  goals  out  of  33 
chances. 

— Wendell  Baker,  Harvard,  ’86,  ran  200 
yards  at  the  Berkeley  Oval,  Saturday,  in  20 
seconds,  thus  breaking  the  world’s  record  for 
that  distance.
